School system reduces 
spending, restructures

From the Crawford AuSable Schools 
business manager to a maintenance man, 
the school district is undergoing a major 
restructuring to save dollars. 

Crawford AuSable Schools 
Superintendent Joe Powers said staff reduc- 
tion throughout the entire schoo) district 
resulted in not renewing Business Manager 
Mike Dunckel's contract. Dunckel, who has 
been business manager for the school dis- 
trict since 2001, will resign from the posi- 
tion effective June 30. Dunckel has also 
served as the food services manager for the 
district in recent years. 

In addition, five teachers are retiring 
from their positions and the district plans to 
fill only one of those positions. 

A maintenance employee, who is also 
resigning, will not be replaced. The 
employee worked in all five of the district's 
schools, but was primarily assigned to work 
at Grayling High School. 

A seeretary, who works in the adminis- 
trative offices, will also not be replaced. 

“We're just restructuring,” Powers. said. 
“We have less funds, and just like every 
other school in the state, we have to reduce 
in-every single place.” 

Extra pay, given to teachers who served 
as department chairs, was also eliminated, 
Powers said. 

“Ws not a big doflar number but it's part 
of our restructuring,” Power said. “We're 
irying to consolidate duties with the 
remaining employees taking on more 
responsibilities.” 

One and 1/2 bus routes were cul from the 
district's transportation program,

The Grayling = City 
Council has yet to decide 
how the city will handle 
day-to-day administrative 
functions after placing its 
city manager on leave last 
week. 

The council held a spe- 
cial meeting on Thursday, 
Feb. 25, to discuss how it 
would proceed with city 
business after placing City 
Manager David A. Thayer 
on administrative leave 
while he faces alleged 
charges for violating the 
state's Social Security 
Privacy Act. 

The council voted to 
force Thayer to sit on the 
sidelines while his court 
case for 24 counts of 
allegedly violating — the 
Social Security Privacy Act 
is pending in Crawford 
County District Court, 

About two dozen people 
attended the city council’s 
meeting Thursday. 

Grayling Mayor Karl 
Schreiner said the council 
gathered some input from 
citizens and business own- 
ers, answered some ques- 
tions and addressed some 
concerns. Some spoke in 
favor of putting Thayer on 
administrative leave, while 
others were against the 


council’s decision. 

Besides tapping Ben 
Chouinard, sexton for the 
Elmwood Cemetery, to 
coordinate some big  pro- 


jects the city is involved 


with and meet necessary 
timelines, Schreiner said 
the council has not decided 
who will manage the cily’s 
business. 

“We haven't decided 
what we’re going to do yet,” 
Schreiner said. “We're just 
irying to shore things up so 
we are sure things get 
done.” 

All department heads for 
the city will manage their 
own departments, and will 
look to the city council for 
direction and decisions. 
Schreiner said he was going 
to meet with Grayling City 
Attorney Gerald Brabant to 
determine what the city 
council could do as far as 
management under the city 
charter. 

“Until JT get some 
answers, [ don’t) know 
which direction we're going 
to go,” Schreiner said. 

Thayer was arrested on a 
24-count misdemeanor on 
Thursday, Feb. 11, 2010.

Security Number Privacy 
Act law. Each of the 
charges carries up to 93 
days in jail and/or $1,000 
fine, if convicted. 

According to the state's 
Social Security Privacy 
Act, a violation of the act 
occurs when someone 
“knowingly and intention- 
ally” releases more than 
four sequential numbers 
from a person's Social 
Security number to another 
party. 

The charges Thayer faces 
stem from a background 
check  compieted on 
Grayling City Council can- 
didates, who took office in 
November. Schreiner, the 
former Grayling = City 
Police Chief, and Karl 
DeVries, a former Grayling 
City Patrolman, took the 


oath of office to serve on 
the Grayling City Council 
on Nov. 9. Dee Maybury, 
who ran unopposed to fill 
an un-expired term on the 
city council, did not take 
the oath of office that night 
because it was determined 
that she had not paid the 
city's income tax for four 
years while she has lived in 
the city. Maybury and her 
family have lived in the city 
almost six years. 

As steps were taken to 
clear up the issue, Maybury 
was given tax forms and 
agreed to a payment plan 
for the back taxes. She took 
the oath of office on Nov. 
12. 

Thayer said Michigan 
Department of Treasury 
printouts containing Social 
Security numbers of 24 
other people who failed to 


pay the income tax were 
inadvertently given to 
Maybury with the tax 
forms. 

Thayer said that while 
Maybury was clearing up 
her income tax issue with 
Grayling attorney David 
Sabin, the papers contain- 
ing the Social Security 
numbers given to Maybury 
were given to the Crawford 
County Sheriffs Office by 
Sabin. Sabin served as the 
Grayling City Attorney for 
23 years, but was asked to 
step down from the position 
when he was running for 
the Crawford County 
Prosecutor's Office in 2009. 

Sabin said he was direct- 
ed by Maybury to give the 
information lo the 
Crawford County Sheriff's 
Office. 

Thayer was arraigned for 


the charges on Wednesday, 
Feb. 24. Thayer, however, 
did not have to appear in 
court for the arraignment 
since he waived the formal 
reading of the charges and a 
not guilty plea was entered 
on his behalf. 

A pre-trial conference for 
Thayer’s case is scheduled 
to be held at 9:30 p.m. on 
Friday, March 5. A status 
conference will be held at 9 
a.m. on Monday, April 5. 

Chief 46th Trial Court 
Circuit Judge Janet M. 
Allen will preside over the 
case. 

Crawford County Chief 
District/Probate Court 
Judge Monte J. Burmeister 
disqualified himself from 
the case, stating he was 
biased or — prejudiced 
against a party or attorney 
in the case.

Finally, Keri Brock, an 
art teacher at Grayling 
High School, is resigning 
and the district in not 
replacing the position. 
Brock's husband, Ben 
Brock, will serve as a prin- 
cipal for the Port Huron 
School District for the next 
school year. 

The school district also 
eliminated mailing report 
cards to parents, but that 
was more of a Green 
Initiative to cut down on 
energy costs and use of 
paper, Powers said. The 
move also encourages 
more contact with teachers 
when parents come to par- 
ent-teacher conferences to 
pick up the report cards. 


“We think for many rea- 
sons — that's a good thing,” 
Powers said. “The school 
district is just like every 
other governmental entity 
and is looking at any form 
in reduction.” 

The overall cuts will 
eliminate $942,000 in 
spending for the school 
district, Powers said. 

The schoo! district: was 
cut by $300,000 in_ per- 
pupil funding from the 
state last year. In addition, 
the state shifted $200,000 
tn employee retirements 
cost to the district. 

The district is planning 
for a cut of $1.2 million 
from the state because of 
reduced per-pupil funding 
and declining enrollment. 

“It's early yet and this is 


our waiting game with the 
state Legislature, but we're 
acting on the best informa- 
tion that we have at this 
time,” Powers said. 

Powers noted that like all 
school districts in the state, 
this is the fith year in a 
row that schools are facing 
reduced funding. 

Despite the cuts, Powers 
said the school! district has 
put itself in the best condi- 
tion in can be as far as 


staffing before for the 
2010-11 school year. 
“Our district is very 


strong compared with most 
other districts.’ Powers 
said, “Our board of educa- 
tron has been very consis- 
tent and very prudent with 
planning for these chal- 
lenging financial times.” 


Woman charged for embezzlement

Baum said that 
Hellebuyck disclosed the 
embezzlement to restaurant 
owners and has been fully 
cooperative with the inves- 
tigation. Hellebuyck has 
already paid back $9,000

Crawford County Chief 
District/Probate Court 
Judge Monte J. Burmeister 
heard the first testimony in 
an evidentiary hearing on 
Wednesday, Feb. 24, to 
determine the ultimate fate 
of Shelby and Riley, a pair 
of pit bulls owned by Dawn 
and Ken Minard. The pit 
bulls have been held at the 
AuSable Valley Animal 
Shelter for the last 15 
months at the expense of 
Crawford County taxpay- 
ers. 

The Minards received 
civil infractions for an inci- 
dent that took place with 
their pit bulls on July 18, 
2008. James Vernon 
Gardiner, who lives near 
the Sherwood Forest subdi- 
vision, was riding his 
mountain bike south from 
Pollack Bridge Road. 
Gardiner left the roadway 
at the 
Tomahawk Trai) and Lite 
John Avenue and turned to 
travel on a dirt trail, which 
runs paralle! to the railroad 
tracks. Gardiner said the 
two dogs aggressively 
approached him barking. 
He sprayed a water bottle at 
the dogs, put his bike in 
front of him as a shield and 
eventually fended them off 
with a stick as he backed 
into a yard of a nearby 
home before their owner 
called for the dogs. 
Gardiner said he was hon- 
estly afraid that he was 
going to be chewed up or 
bitten by the dogs and felt 
extremely fortunate that he 
was not hurtin the incident, 

The Minards paid $275 
in civil infraction fines for 
tickets issued by Crawford 
County Animal Control 
Officer Gail Foguth. 

On Nov. 26, 2008, the 
Minards were summoned 
into court for a show cause 
hearing to determine why 
the dogs should not be con- 
sidered dangerous — and 
euthanized. 

Former Crawford County 
Assistant Prosecutor Dave 
Sabin represented the coun- 
ty. Foguth testified at the 
hearing and testimony from 
Lt. Col. Gardiner, the assis- 
fant post commander at 
Camp Grayling, was taken 
while he was serving in 
Iraq. 

Burmeister determined 
the dogs were dangerous 
animals. He ordered Foguth 
to seize the dogs and put 
them in the AuSable Valley 
Animal Shelter, The initial 
date to euthanize the ani- 
mals was set for Dec. 18, 
2008. 

Burmeister issued a stay 
on the court order to cutha- 
nize the pair of 
Staffordshire Terriers on 
Jan. 7, 2009, after the 
Minards hired Grayling 
attorney Miranda Bailey to 
appeal the case in Crawford 
County Circuit Court. 

46th Trial Court Judge 
Dennis F Murphy vacated 
the euthanasia order on 
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interseclion of 


Oct. 5, 2009. 

Murphy remanded the 
case back to Crawford 
County District Court for 
further consideration and 
directed Burmeister (to 
review any new evidence in 
the case under the Dog Law 
of 1919 and Dangerous 
Animals Act as onc issue 
instead of viewing ele- 
ments of the laws separate- 
ly. 

Just four hours of testi- 
mony were heard in the 
case, last week, to deter- 
mine if Shelby and Riley 
will be put down or return 
home. 

Twan Chung, an attorney 
for Todd Nye and 
Associates, — represented 
Crawford County in the 
case. 

Richard C. Angelo Jr. is 
the attorney now represent- 
ing the Minards in the case. 
Angelo specializes in han- 
dling cases involving dan- 
gerous animals, cases that 
are breed specific, includ- 
ing pit bulls, and is appoint- 
ed to the animal law section 
of the Michigan State Bar. 

Jason Major, an applied 


animal behaviorist and 
owner of SongDog 
Training & Behavioral 


Services in Gaylord, evalu- 
ated the Shelby and Riley 
for the counly. 

Under questioning from 
Chung, Major said he has a 
college degree in psycholo- 
gy and is pursuing graduate 
studies. He said he worked 
at the Animal Behavioral 
Institute for six years, and 
started SongDog Training 
& Behavioral Services in 
2000. 

Major primarily used a 
field test in an open arena 
on his property to test 
Shelby and Riley. He deter- 
mined the dogs were prone 
to freezing, meaning they 
are highly stressed when 
prone to novel stimulations 
such as secing a bicycle, a 
person rollerblading or an 
unknown child. 

During an exposure to a 
Stranger test, = which 
involved the use of Major's 
6-year-old son, Major said 
both dogs did not show a 
pro-social behavior. 

Major said that Riley was 
“stoic” and “disinterested,” 
which lead him to believe 
he would become aggres- 
sive in a fight or flight situ- 
ation. 

“He ts starting to learn to 
suppress his own fear by 
acting in a more forward 
manner,’ Major said. 

Major said that Shelby 
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and Riley have the biologi- 
cal predisposition to cause 
serious injury or death if 
they were allowed to get 
loose in the future. 

“ft doesn’t take much of 
a dog bite to cause serious 
injury,” Major said. 

Major said the dogs 
could be returned to the 
Minards on the condition 
that Shelby and Riley 
undergo training to address 
their behavior and obedi- 
ence. Major, however, 
acknowledged that he was 
not asked to evaluate the 
Minards, their home envi- 
ronment or the kennel they 
have built since the incident 
with Gardiner. 

“This is not a function of 
intuition,” Major said. 
“This is a function of man- 
agement control.” 

Under questioning from 
Burmeister, Major said 
Shelby and Riley could 
feed off cach other, causing 
their behavior to become 
more amplified if one dogs 
barks or chases a person or 
object, 

Christine Conklin, a cer- 
tified animal behaviorist 
who was asked to evaluate 
Shelby and Riley for the 
Minards, also testified in 
last weeks hearing. Conklin 


has been a dog trainer for 


25 years, She is an evalua- 
tor for Therapy Dogs 
International, a volunteer 
organization dedicated to 
regulating, testing and reg- 
istration of therapy dogs 
and their volunteer han- 
dlers for the purpose of vis- 
iting nursing homes, hospi- 
tals, other institutions and 
wherever else therapy dogs 
are needed. She is also an 
evaluator for American 
Kennel Club’s Canine 
Good Citizen, a program 
which promotes responsi- 
ble dog ownership and to 
encourage the training of 
well-mannered dogs. 

Conklin questioned using 
a field test for Shelby and 
Riley, saying that test is pri- 
marily used in the training 
and evaluation of hunting 
dogs. She added that the 
dogs were likely shell 
shocked and Jess explorato- 
ry after being in_ the 
AuSable Valley Animal 
Shelter for so long since 
they stayed close to Major 
during the evaluations. 

“He was just kind of a 
safe port in the storm,” 
Conklin said. 

Conklin tested both of 
the dogs independently and 
together at the shelter, 

One of the tests involved 
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petting the dogs, then 
pinching their ears to the 
point to pain, then calling 
them to return. 

“Part of the test is to test 
the dog’s forgiveness level 
and that is what it is meant 
to do,” Conklin said. 

Conklin said the dogs are 
not co-dependent or com- 
petitive. She said it was not 
likely that an incident like 
the one with Gardiner 
would occur again since the 
dogs have been spayed and 
neutered and have spent 
their formative years in the 
shelter. 

Finally, Conklin said 
Riley, who performed 
above standards on her bat- 
tery of tests, could pass the 
Therapy Dogs International 
test. She added the Shelby 
could pass the Canine 
Good Citizen test) with 
more training, but would 
not likely enjoy undergoing 
the training. 

Conklin evaluated 14 pit 
bulls seized by the United 
States Department — of 
Agriculture in September 
2009 from a Huron County 
dog fighting ring. Of those 
dogs, Conklin said four 
could have passed the 
Canine Good Citizen test, 
another four could pass the 
program with more training 
and the remainder of dogs 
could not be reintroduced 
into sociely and recom- 
mended ecuthanization. 

Angelo noted that most 
of the pit bulls seized from

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Two more front-line candidates 
10 become Michigan’s next gover- 
nor have stepped into the open, 
finally completing the lists from 
which voters will choose at the 
August primary. 

House Speaker Andy Dillon and 
former Genesee County Treasurer 
Dan Kildee, both Democrats, are 
the latest - and probably final - 
major party candidates to join the 
race. 

Only five months remain in the 
primary campaign, 

Mr. Dillon's candidacy has been 
expected ever since he appointed 
his exploratory committee in 
January. 

Mr. Kildee, on the other hand, 
merely announced his own 
exploratory committee, — but 
claimed “we're well beyond think- 
ing about i. We're in campaign 
mode, now,” which means he’s in. 

They join State Rep. Alma 
Wheeler Smith of Washtenaw 
County and Mayor Virgil Bernero 
of Lansing as the four Democratic 
candidates. 

The Republican list has been 
settled for some time: Ann Arbor 
businessman Rick Snyder, US 
Rep. Peter Hoekstra of Holland, 


Attorney General Mike Cox, 
Oakland Sheriff Mike Bouchard 
and State Sen. 
Kalamazoo County. 

That makes four Democrats and 
five Republicans in the August pri- 
mary races for governor. All nine 
have their own particular advan- 
tages and disadvantages, but only 
one from each party will continue 
to the November general election. 

Michigan voters really are fortu- 
nate that so many talented and 
dedicated individuals are anxious 
to take on the job as governor of a 
state that has so many troubles and 
such daunting challenges. 

ANDY DILLON enters the race 
as the front running Democrat. His 
name has been in news from 
Lansing for the past four years he 
has served as Speaker, but not 
always in a positive sense. 

As Democratic house teader, 
Speaker Dillon, has been part of 
the government leadership which 
has cut many state services in sen- 
sitive areas, enacted new and 
unpopular taxes, and even shut 
down the government a couple of 
times. 

Most polls show citizens are dis- 
gusted with how state government 


Tom George of 


runs and Andy Dillon has been a 
very identifiable part of it. 

He holds degrees in accounting 
and law from Notre Dame 
University, and has been in busi- 
ness and partner in a private equity 
firm before his three terms in the 
state House. He is 48, married with 
four teen aged children, and lives 
in Redford Township in Wayne 
County. 

He made a big splash in Lansing 
with a proposal last year for a sin- 
gle health care plan covering all 
public employees in Michigan — 
state government, local govern- 
ments, schools — claiming it would 
save several million dollars. Most 
public employees and most 
unions, including the powerful 
Michigan Education Association, 
savaged the idea, which has gone 
nowhere yet except in the discus- 
sion stage. 

DANIEL T. KILDEE, 51, has 
spent much of his life in Genesee 
county politics, and has managed 
congressional campaigns for his 
uncle, US Rep. Dale Kildee, who 
has been in Congress for 34 years. 

Dan Kildce’s specialty has been 
helping cities restore blighted 
areas through land banks, a pro- 


gram he pioneered in Genesce 


county in 2002. He is president of 


the Center for Community 
Progress, a national non profit land 
use organization, with offices in 
Washington and Flint. 

Mr. Kildee has described him- 
self as “a real Democrat that can 
win in November” and questions 
whether “both of those character- 
istics apply to the other candi- 
dates.” 

He says he wants to be governor 
to provide “a clean break from the 
mess in Lansing” which seems a 
direct slam at both Gov. Granholin 
and Speaker Dillon. 

Mark Gaffney, Michigan AFL- 
CIO president identified in a 
recent Detroit Free Press article as 
“one of those who persuaded Dan 
Kildee to enter the race,” has said 
of candidate Kildce: 

“Maybe he docsn’t light the 
world on fire, but he’s ... the kind 
of Democrat that Michigan voters 
traditionally like. If you’re really 
worried about Dillon’s unpre- 
dictability and you're really wor- 
ried about Virgil (Bernero), this is 
your alternative.”

November. 

A grass roots activist: named 
Stacey Mathia of Fife Lake, who 
has been helping arrange Tea Party 
protests, has called herself the Tea 
Party candidate for governor, 
although the Tea Party is no party 
at all and likely will not be at elec- 
tion time. 

Ms. Mathia has set up her own 
web site as a would-be candidate, 
and to appear on the November 
ballot she must collect 30,000 peti- 
tion signatures. 

Even if Ms. Mathia, or any other 
self-starter should miss on the sig- 
nature route, voters probably will 
have other options. 

In the 2006 election, candidates 
for the Libertarian, Green and US 
Taxpayer parties all received votes 
for governor ... and another 37 
write-in votes for governor were 
counted officially.

Romans 11:4 reports that 
God told Elijah of Israel’s 
past reservation of electing 
grace. “4But what saith the 
answer of God unto him? I 
have reserved to myself seven 
thousand men, who have not 
bowed the knee to the image 
of Baal. Now in Romans 11:5 
we are reminded of God’s 
present remnant of electing 
grace: “SEven so then at this 
present tune also there is a 
remnant according to the 
election of grace.” Paul 
reminded us that hundreds of 
years after Elijah, God still 
reserved “a remnant accord- 
ing to the election of grace.” 

First, Israel has a real exis- 
tence, Romans 9:6 reminded 
us: “ONot as though the 
word of God hath taken none 
effect. For they are not all 
Israel, which are of Israel.” 
This was explained in 
Romans 2:28,29:  “28For he 
is not a Jew, which is one out- 
wardly; neither is that cir- 
cumcision, which is outward 
in the flesh: 29But he is a Jew, 
which is one inwardly; and 
circumcision is that of the 
heart, in the spirit, and not in 
the letter; whose praise is not 
‘of men, but of God.” God’s 
chosen Israel has never been

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Community takes on tasks 
for artisan village project

shot in arm from a company 
that has little knowledge of 
Grayling, Curt Jansen, a 
member of steering com- 
mittee, said artists are here 
and building space is avail- 
able for the initiative. 

“This is different - this 
decision is Ours to make,” 
Jansen said. “We don't need 
a decision from an outside 
company or governmental 
entity to pull our name out 
of a hat — this is just us.” 

Jansen said Ken Wright, 
who is involved with the 
Winner's Circle Art Gallery 
in. downtown Grayling, 
echoed those sentiments. 

“| have never, ever seen 
things like this ever before,” 
Wright said. “I could have 
never imagined such a posi- 
live turn of events. We have 


to keep this momentum 
going. | think Dr. Quinn 
will sec he selected the 
right city for his vision.” 

Quinn said that the arti- 
san village would be 
anchored by a $5 million art 
gallery, where artists from 
throughout the region could 
sell and display arts and 
crafts. The gallery would 
feature a cafe, capable of 
serving visitors traveling on 
chartered busses. Artists 
and musicians would also 
perform at the gallery. 

Art and general education 
classes would also be 
offered in empty storefronts 
in downtown Grayling. 

Finally, daylong or week- 
long workshops are planned 
for later this yedr for arts 
such as woodcarving and 
jewelry making. 


Quinn said the project 
has the potential to bring 
over $17 million to the 
region. 

“We can not have such 
economic development 
without community devel- 
opment,” Quinn said. 
“Vibrant communities cre- 
ate vibrant downtowns. In 
the exact opposite, vibrant 
downtowns create vibrant 
communities.” 

After an hour-long intro- 
duction and overview of the 
project, community mem- 
bers moved to various 
tables in the hotel's confer- 
ence room to discuss tasks 
that will move the artisan 
village concept forward. 

“The sooner that we can 
start to work together and 
make this work, the sooner 
we can reach our goal,” said 


MaryAnn Ferrigan, a 
Grayling business owner 
and Kirtland Community 
College Board Trustee. 

The seven committees 
formed to help create the 
artisan village include: a 
capital committee; a cele- 
bration committee; a talent 
recruitment committee; a 
new business committee; a 
community enhancement 
committee; an education 
committee, and a publicity 
committee. 

Over the next hour, team 
leaders were picked and 
tasks were assigned, 

A similar community 
meeting will be held in 
about a month.

To help reduce wildtire 
hazards in the Huron 
National Forest and protect 
nearby communities, the 
Huron Shores and Mio 
Ranger Districts hired a 
fuels crew of SI new 
employees. 

The vast majority of the 
crew members were unem- 
ployed focal — northern 
Michigan community mem- 
bers. The crew began their 
tour of duty in July 2009, 
with an intensive period of 
training focused on safety, 
first aid, wildland fire fight- 
ing and chain saw opera- 
tions. Then, the crew applied 
their training, working long 
hours as a team to cut, chip, 
stack and hau! trees and 
brush. 

The crew performed pre- 
scribed fire activities when 
the proper burning condi- 
tions were present. The fuels 


crew continued their efforts 
in the field until winter 
weather prevented future 
work. 

The crew will return to 
work again in the spring and 
will work through the end of 
September 2010, 

Although these are tempo- 
rary positions, the majority 
are positive about their expe- 
rience, and especially for the 
opportunity to have a job 
that allows them to stay in 
northern Michigan and pro- 
vide for their families. 

While some members of 
the crew will go elsewhere 
after the project work is 
completed, others remain 
positive about future éppor- 
tunities to work for the 
Forest Service. 

“This means everything to 
me - every single day,” said 
Donna Schrader, a crew 
member from Mio.

“We had tons of commu-_

GRA, the administrative 
body for Hanson Hills, has 
hosted a weekend of cross 
country skiing ~ an event 
that’s included a Michigan 
Cup Marathon race and the 
Hanson Hills Classic race — 
for many years, but it decid- 
ed to make a push this year 
to cultivate it into something 
bigger. GRA changed the 
name of the main race — the 
Cote Dame Marie, named 
after a hill with World War | 
notoriety, according to event 
organizers, is still oa 
Michigan Cup Marathon 
event — and added two races,

“We changed the format, 
changed the name,” Andre 
said. “We're trying to 
change it to more of a 
regional event.” 

This year’s first annual 
Cote Dame Marie Ski 
Loppet, held on Feb. 20, fea- 
tured 140 participants and 
four different races: a 30K 
men’s race (skate), a 15K 
women’s race (skate), a [SK 
citizens’ classic race, and at 
ISK citizens’ skate race. 

What's the difference 
between skate and classic? 

“It’s two different styles 
of skiing. Classic is more the 
traditional = forward-back 
motion. Skate is side to side, 
like skating or roller blad- 
ing,” Andre said. 

Skiers in the men’s 30K 
and the women’s I5K races 
earned points in the 
Michigan Cup, a competi- 
tion that Andre described as 
“kind of like a NASCAR 
series for cross country ski- 
ing.” Skiing teams compete 
in asceries of nordic ski races 
throughout the state, and at 
the end “the individual with 
the most points wins an indi- 
vidual championship and the 
team with the most points 
wins a team championship,”

capture 10th place. The first 
course both Mike and Matt 
held back because the 
course was getting the best 
of all athletes.
